My ceuntry is now undergoing a complete change from old to 
new ideas, which I sincerely desire, therefore I call upon all the 
wise and strong-minded to appear and become good guides to the 
Government. During youth-time it is positively necessary to 
view foreign countties, 0 as to become enlightened as to the ideas 
of the world, aud boys as well as girls, who will themselves become 
men and women, should be allowed to go abread, and my country 
will be benefited by their knowledge so acquired. Females here- 
tofore have had no position socially, because it was considered 
they were without understanding, but if educated and intelligent 
they should have due respect. Six young Japanese women of 
rank go to America in care of Mrs. De Long, to be sent to some 
seminary of learning at the expense of the Government.

CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 
Advices from this port extend to the 22nd December ; the 


Frenéh mail with London dates Oct. 27 arrived ont Dec. 15. The 
following summary of news is from the Worth China Herald :— 


We are at present experiencing exceptionally cold weather, the 
thermometer having marked as low as 19 degrees. Ice in the 
neighbourhood has “ bearing,” and numbers have been out 
on ponds behind Hongkew. The ice bears without much risk, 
though some few fell in, from aecident or incautiousness. The 
ponds, however, being seldom more than six inches in depth, 
there is nothing more serious to be apprehended than wet and 
muddy feet; but the ice-farmer’s interest interferes with the 
skater’s pleasure. Such a store of the luxury is being laid up 
in this productive weather that we should expect next hot season 
to see it cheaper and better than usual. Several houseboats are 
coming back, badly damaged by ice in the creeks up country. 
The Paper Hunts have had to be suspended on account of the 
frost. 

The public have had thrown open to them a new route for 
through telegrams via Russia. The international correspondence 
is attended to by Danish employes of the Russian Government, 
and so complete has the system proved that messages have been 
received here from J.ondon in nineteen hours, time which it is 
hoped will be surpassed considerably after a few months’ working. 
But the first consideration for the public is, that the opening of 
the Russian line lowers rates very considerably. ‘The advantage 
of having two telegraphic routes to Europe, as a precaution 
against stoppage, is sufficiently great; but the projectors can 
scarcely have anticipated the extremity to which that advantage 
would be pushed. e are informed, however, that in the absence 
of direet communication, telegram has been sent to, and an 
answer received from, Hong Kong via London, thus doubling the 
whole ef the Old World to obtain information from a place only 
800 miles away. 

A fire has occurred among the Ohinese houses at the corner of 
Foochow and Shantung-roads. The first alarm was from a tailor’s 
shop there, which was immediately wrapped in flames inside, and 
threatened a large confi tion among the heuses adjoining and 
in rear. Timé had not elapsed for appliances to arrive ere the 
flames had become very fieree, thoroughly onveloping the house 
and commtinicating with the foreign hong alongside by the roof. 
The wind was fortunately very slight, but drew in rather an un- 
favourable direction, north east, and the fire seized with startling 
swiftness on the eontinuation of the row in which it appeared. 
The fitst cheek offered to it was by extinoteurs, which, ineffective from 
thefdistence at which the operator was obliged to work owing to 
the great heat; preved more useful when taken inside the houses 
next ‘the fire and played fron under the shelter of the walls. 
The hooks and ladders at once begah to cut off the connection at 
abont the fenrth house from the oorner ; but when the engines 
got into play it beeamme apparent that they would be quite able 
to keep the fire from spreading further jn that direction, and this 
was therefore given up. Besides the French and English truck 
companies, the engines weré on the ground with creditable speed, 
and quickly disposed themselves wherever water was to be found. 
The native householders cleared their Houses of movables as 
fast as possible, and many of them must have passed the night 
in a miserable plight. The fire department did good service, but 
the interior of the foreign hong was difficult to get at, and could 
not be extinguished for several hours. We must not omit to 
mention the presetice of two pee of méit-of-war’s-men—from 
H.M.8. Curléo and Juno=who wete sctive i helping to work 
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the engines, or in doing whatever clse they could to second the 
efforts of the fire brigade. A child three years old, Leite ae: to 
the occupant of the house first burnt down, was killed. The 
whole of the Chinaman’s property—a valuable stock, which he 
had accumulated as tailor for foreigners chiefly—was destroyed. 
Mr. Burjorjee, tenant of the foreign-house, loses about $250. 

A Chinkiang junk, bound for Shanghai, with a cargo of 450 
bags of rice to the order of a foreign firm, has been wrecked out- 
side Woosung. Her position was no sooner discovered than a 


number of native boats went off to her and began to plunder the ™. 


cargo. One of the junkmen succeeded in getting ashore, and 
brought information of the loss to this port, when a sufficient 
police force was sent down to protect the wreck. Six people 
were arrested and are now in custody, and their three boats have 
also been detained. 

In exercise of the power given them by Article XX. of the Land 
Regulations, the Municipal Council have elected Messrs. Krauss 
and Zimmern to the vacancies caused by the retirement of Messrs. 
Blydenburg and Jellicoe. The chairman also notifies that Mr. 
E. B. Souper will officiate as Secretary to the Council, in the 
— of Mr. Johnson, who goes home on a well-earned leave of 
absence. 

The Amateur Dramatic Corps and the Concordia Amateurs 
have both given very successful performances at the German 
Theatre. We hear, also, that the Chefoo Amateur Dramatic 
Corps have given their third performance for the season, the per- 
formance being followed by a ball, at which eight ladies were 
present. The winter has set in early at Chefoo, with an unusual 
amount of snow. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes, on the &th December, that the 
river was still open, and a large quantity of water coming down. 
Hi is reported to be on the point of departure for Pao-ting-foo, 

is provincial capital. Ie sent away his family more than a 
month back, and was to have followed immediately, but has put 
it off. A Ningpo correspondent says that frost has continued fot 
several days, and threatens to interrupt traffic by closing the 
canals. Thermometer during the day, 35. 

We understand that a dhallenue has been given by the Sings- 
pore volunteers to the Shanghai corps for a shooting contest. The 
proposal is that the volunteers at each place should shoot on a 
particular day, @ naval officer acting as umpire, here and at Sin- 

pore, and that the risk of bad weather should be accepted at 
Both ends. Considering the prevalent weather at Singapore, this 
risk is rather onesided. 

Instructions have been received at the P. and O.and M e- 
eries agencies, in accordance with which the departure of the 
mail steamers. will be delayed one day till further notice, making 
the time of the trip home one day less. The present mail steamer 
leaves under the new réyime. 

The annual parade of the Shanghai Fire Department has taken 
place in front of the Astor-house. Several of the principal 
streets were paraded, and the brigade was halted for practice on 
the English Bund. 

The stock and goodwill of the Bank Exchange Billiard Rooms 
have been sold by auction, and bought by Mr. J. 8. Baron for 
8,400 éaels. 

A correspondent, who signs himself “ X.Y.Z.” complains of the 
lecture by the Rev. Griffith John, reported in our issue of the 
27th October. The writer says :-—“ Mr. John mentions two of 
the difficulties with which he and his brother missionaries have 
to contend against in China,—the opium traffic, and the immoral 
lives of many foreigners resident in China. As regards the special 
kind of immorality to which Mr. John perhaps refers, I have only 
to say that it exists in various forms all over the world, and that 
the minds of abler men than Mr. John have long, but in vain, 
sought a remedy. The opium question comes next, but an argu- 
ment to be good should not ts one-sided, and I think that Mr. 
John, in bringiag forward his figures to a provincial audience, has 
slightly erred in this respect. I accept his figures cum grano, and 
say that the Chinese do pay £15,000,000 per annum for the cost- 
of Indian opium imported into the Flowery Land. But “ what is 
this among so many,” or what proportion does it bear to the cost 
of dram-drinking in England ? 

At the annual mecting of the Chamber of Commerce, held on 
the 18th December, F. Porter, Esq., in the chair, the report was 
unanimously adopted. Resolutions to the effect that the agents 
of mail steamers should have the option of mooring their vessels 
to swing to the tide in the Upper Reach; that no brokerage be 
paid, except on goods actually delivered ; and that the charge for 
fire insurance be fixed at } per cent. per mensem; and that, in 
addition to the commissions already passed, a charge of 8 
cent. ve introduced for taking up bottomry bonds were 
passed. 

_ The Chairman then drew attention to the existing dissatisfac- 
tion with the Chamber's telegrams, and it was resolved that the 
Committee be empowered to enter into arrangements with 
Reuter’s Telegram Company for obtaining commercial messages 
as suggested in the Sth proposal in the circular attached to the 
report, and to make a call upon the mcm‘ ers to provide funds for 
the expenses for the six months cading 30th June, 1872. The 
Chairman said it was intended to increase the subscription from 
Ts. 50 by ‘lls. 72—making it Tis. 122, 

After a resolution to urge on the authorities the necessity of 
dtedging the bar, the meeting separated.

characters, of individuals might be concerned, and which it would 
not be correct to publish until the full particulars, one part of 
which might explain the other, can be obtained. We understand 
that the business transacted at the meeting was of a merely 
formal nature. There will bo a vast amount of evidence, docu- 
mentary and other, to go through, and the proceedings may pro- 
bably extend over one or two months. The Commission consists 
of the Hon. T. C. Hayllar, Hon. W. Keswick, Messrs. F. W, 
Mitchell, F. Stewart, H. Lowcock, W. Lemann, and Q. Falconer, 
and Mr. A. Lister is to act as secretary. The selection is in every 
way panera AC and, though we should of course prefer to give 
an account of the proceedings, we cannot deny the cogency of the 
reason for refraining from opening the doors to the public until 
the investigation is ended.

colony has established its reputation as an ice-field. There has 
been a bona fide piece of ice discovered on the high road of the 
thickness of a dollar and the hardy consistency of the real article ; 
while hoar frost has been gathered in pieces or scales from the 
vegetable gardens up the hill. An attempt was made by an enthu- 
siasticcolonist to preserve this icy memory of Dec. 1871, but the plea- 
sant sunshine thwarted thelaudable purpose, and the meteorological 
marvel has passed away, to reappear a in, possibly, once or twice 
during the present century. The cold has not been unpleasantly 
severe, and certainly if such weather were only to last, for say six 
months, Hong Kong would be the finest and most bracing climate 
under the sun. The thermometer at the Civil Hospital, west, has 
stood at 36}. Snow has been observed on the top of the mountain 
behind Stonecutter’s Island (Tai-mo-shan), and icicles have been 
visible on the windows of the buildings there. It is said that the 
weather is even colder in Canton than on the island, 

An application has been made at Judges’ Chambers, before the 
Hon. the Chief Justice, by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., to 
take over Lot No. 64, on which the premises known as the offices 
of Messrs. Lyall, Still and Co. stand, and some other property 
which had been mortgaged to them.

rear of H.G. the Regent, H.E. the Kalahome, and H.K. the Prak- 
lang, under an awning, with the Mahatleks on their left facing 
the King. 

We learn that the Loas prince who arrived on the 6th Dec. 
from Cheangmai had received an express command from H. M. 
the King of Laos to convey Dr. Vrooman to the capital of his 
kingdom at the Government expense. This speaks well for the 
friendly feelings of the Laosian king towards tho missionaries, 
and gives to them an assurance tha‘ they need be under no anxiety, 
as far as the King and his Government are concerned.

SINGAPORE.

Ohinese Sugar Company was held on the 13th Dee., to confirm 
the resolution passed at the last meeting concerning the ratifica- 
tion by the shareholders of the sale to Mr. V. resser of the 
Bienhoa Property and of the Lak-han estate. Mr. Geary oceu- 
pied the chair, and the resolution referred to, having been read 
over, ae to the meeting, and seconded by Mr. Nicaise, was con- 
firmed by an unanimous vote. This closed the business, and the 
meeting separated. 

An extraordinary general ita of the Canton Insurance 
Company was held the same d y- The Chairman proposed the 
Slowing resolutions, relating to certain proposed changes, 
viz. :—First—That in order to extend the business of the office, 
the shares be increased by one hundred, thereby making the 
number three hundred, instead of two hundred as at present, 
Seoond—That the nett profits of the office be divided as follows :— 
Two thirds among contributing shareholders, calculated pee caia 
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The Christmas and New Year’s holidays passed off very quietly. 
The banks and mercantile community observed the 23rd and 25th 
Dec., and the Government offices the 25th and 26th. New Year's 
day was marked, as it always is here, by sports on the Esplanade 
and a regatta for native boats in the harbour, both of which were 
highly successful, and kept the native community, ashore and 
afloat, in the best of humour. The only event worthy of note 
was the fruit and flower show of the Agri-Horticultural Societ, 
at the Botanical Gardens, held on the afternoon of New Year 8 
day. The floral display was very effective, and it is gratifying to 
observe that a few Chinese gardeners exhibited specimens of their 
skill in the culture of fruits and vegetables, a fact that may in 
future years have good effect, in inducing a spirit of emulation 
among them to improve the size and quality of their productions, 
of which the entire community will reap the benefit. ; 

The subscriptions to the Chicago relief fund, together with the 

roceeds of the amateur concert, amounted to $1,739, which has 

en forwarded to the United States Minister at London. The 
Armenian and Parsee community are exerting themselves in 
swelling the fund for the relief of the sufferers by the famine in 
Persia, with very encouraging results. His Majesty the King of 
Siam, on his visit to Singapore, expressed his hearty sympathy 
with the unfortunate people, and contributed $200. 

The approaching criminal session will be one of the heaviest 
that has been tried here for a number of years. 

There are a large number of cases arising out of the late riots, 
besides the trial of Captain Sachsze for shooting one of his sea- 
men on board the barque Burlington, while lying at anchor out- 
side the bar at Bangkok, and the prosecution against Moh Choon, 
head of the Ghee Hok Society, for the alleged abduction of a 
woman. The new Chief Justice, who is expected by the next 
English mail, will find plenty of work. 

His Excellency the Administrator returned to Singapore on 
the 4th January from his visit to the other Settlements, which 
has extended over some three weeks, The Honourable J. 
W. W. Birch, Colonial Secretary, left for China by the last 
French mail, on a short leave of absence, during which he 
intends making a tour of China and Japan. The Hon. C. J. 
Irving, Auditor-General, has been appointed Acting Colonial 
Secretary during his absence. It is rumoured that his Excellency 
Captain Shaw, R.N., Lieutenant-Governor of Malacca, intends 
availing himself of leave of absence shortly ; and it is also ex- 
pected that his Excellency the Administrator will go on leave 
after the return of Governor Ord. ‘The reported appointment of 
Captain Walshe, a military officer holding a civil appointment at 
Sierra Leone, to the police magistracy at Singapore, be occasioned 
surprise here, and we need scarcely say is viewed with consider- 
able apprehension. 

The work of repairing all the roads in the northern division of 
the town appears to have come to a dead lock. The road along 
the Esplanade has been encumbered for days with piles of broken 
granite on both sides of the way, and there they are left, while 
the few coolies the Municipal Commissioners have in their employ 
seem to be all engaged in patching elsewhere. Surely, they ought 
to be able to procure a larger staff, and not allow a work so badly 
needed, and which ought to have been completed in two or three 
months, to be extended over a period of six or eight months— 
perhaps altogether abandoned. 

Five seamen who deserted from the American ship John Clark, 
in one of the sbip’s boats, were found near one of the islands known 
as The Two Brothers, brought back to Singapore, and sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment. They had been ten days at sea. 





PENANG. 

Dates are to the 5th January ; the P.and O. mail of December 
1st arrived out on January 4th. The news by this opportunity is 
unimportant. The King of Siam during his progress through the 
settlement was presented with an address from twenty-four Chi- 
nese merchants, to which his Majesty returned a reply, the next day.

few, if any, remarks thereon. We therefore shall not again have this 
pleasure till the operations of the following season become of interest. 
Black : We consider current rates for Black extremely high, and quite 
Tis. 1 to 2 over rates current at home, for the same class of Tea, per 
latest advices. Stock is 11,000 chests against 13,300 same time last year. 
Export to England shows an increase of 8? millions, and to America it is 
one million pounds in excess of quantity sent to corresponding date of last 
year. Green Tea: We have no change in rates to report. The supply 
sent to the United States shows an increase of one million pounds, whilst 
to England the shipments are about equal to what they were at same 
time last year. Stock is now only 33,000 half-chests against 66,000 
half-chests, which counterbalances the excess in export. Supplies are 
coming down slowly, and it confidently asserted that the total will not 
be larger than it was last season. Prices range from Ts. 22.7.5 to 29 
for common to medium, Tls. 30 to 40 for medium to fine, Tls. 40 to 48, 
for fine to finest Fychows, Teenkais and Moyunes, one or two chops, of 
fine lines only, having realized Tis, 58.5. Pingsueys: A chop of low 
proportion has been sold at Tls. 20, medium to fine at Tis. 38 to 45, fine 
to finest of fair proportion at Tle. 46 to 50, some fine lines bringing Tis. 
58 to 68 per picul.

LATER ACCOUNTS FROM THE JAPANESE PARTY AT 
SAN FRANCISCO. 

We learn that the distinguished party under the guidance of 
the Governor visited the public schools on the 23rd January. A 
banquet was held at the Grand Llotel the same evening. Covers 
were laid for 200, and tickets sold at 825 each. Iwakura oceupied 
the centre of the table, with Minister De Long, and the State, 
federal, and civil officers grouped around him. After toasts to 
the President of the United States and the Tenno of Japan, Iwa- 
kura made a short address in the Japanese language. he most 
important speech of the evening, as foreshadowing the future 

icy of Japan, was made in English by Governor Ito, in response 
5 the toast “Our distinguished guests.” He said, “ Railroads 
are being built both in the eastern and western portions of the 
empire ; telegraph wires are stretching over many hundreds of . 
miles of our territory, and nearly one thousand miles will be com- 
pleted within a few months. Lighthouses line our coasts, and our 
ship yardsareactive. All these assist our civilisation, and we fully 
acknowledge our indebtedness to you and other nations. As 
Ambassadors and as men our greatest hope is to return from this 
mission laden with results valuable to our beloved country, and 
calculated to advance permanently her material and intellectual 
condition. While in duty bound to protect the rights and privi- 
leges of our people, we shall aim to increase our commerce, and 
by a corresponding increase of our population hope to create & 
healthy basis for this greater activity.” 

The telegraph authorities having liberally placed the lines at 
the serviee of the distinguished party, the Japanese visited the 
Western Union TelegraphjOffice in San Francisco, and were enabled 
to communicate direct with the Secretary of State at Washington 
with Professor Morse, President Orton, and others in the city, and

Pavnoerore, the Attorney-General of Hong Kong, against 
the decision of Chief Justice SMALE in the case of Kwok-4- 
a“ Instructions will therefore be issued for his arrest and 
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JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

In this Court, on the Ist inat., the case of the Attorney-Goneral for 
Hong Kong against Kwok-a-Sing, the coolje, was heard hefore Jus- 
tices Colvile, Mellish, Napier, Montague Smith, and Phillimore. The 
Solicitor-General (Mr. Jessel), with whom were Sir Travers Twias and 
Mr. Archibald, Q.C., appeared for the appellant, and explained his 
case a8 clearly as he could in the face of a continual crosa-lire of in- 
terrogatories aud remarks, chiefly proceeding from Mr. Justice Mel- 
lish. Mr. Mellish’s impression seemed to be that Kwok-a-Sing should 
have been delivered up to the french Government. On the comple- 
tion of the argument of the Solicitor-General, the Lords Justices 
granted the appeal to annul the two orders of discharge which the 
Chief Justice of Hong Kong had made under the Habeas Corpus Act. 

The Solicitor-General read a telegram which had been received by 
Lord Kimberley, the Secretary of State for the Colonios, from the 
Governor of Hong Kong, dated 30th January, “ That the Chief Justice 
will diecharge the rule z/3i fora new trial in the action against Mr 
Pauncefote. 

WiiuraM Tarrant.— Few persons have passed through a more event- 
fol career than William Tarrant, who died in London on the 26th alt. 
Arriving in China in 1837 he was for a few years in the coasting trade. 
On the cession of Hong Kong ho obtained an appointment under Go- 
vernment in the Land-office, and supcrintended the cutting of that 
well-known pass into the Wongnci chung valley, and many other of 
the early roads and works of Hong Kong. From this he passed 
to the office of Registrar of Deeds, including the drawing up of the 
leases and superintendence of sales of Crown lands in the town, at 
that time very onerous work. He was a most faithful and 
indefatigable servant of the Crown, and much appreciated by his 
superiors. His career of usefulness in this way was cut short in 1847 
by his denunciations of the conduct of the late Colonel Caine— 
then Colonial Secretary—in certain transactions with the Chinese 
in the farming out of market, licences, in which Mr. Tarrant a3 
serted that bribery had been accepted by this official. He was ar- 
raigned before the Supreme Court for conspiracy and dismissed from 
the Government service. He then, with the aid of friends, purchased 
the Friend of China newspaper, which he conducted in Hong Kong 
up to 1859, when he was sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment in 
a libel case againat the same Colonel Caine. Shortly after he removed 
his paper to Canton, and in 1862 to Shanghai. In 1869 he sold the 
Friend of China, which shortly afterwards succumbed. He arrived 
in London in 1870 much debilitated, and has suffered more or less 
eince to the time of hia death. He possessed indomitable peraeverance 
and versatility of talent, but sadly lacked steadfastness of purpose, 
and through life was his own enemy. 

The Foreign-office List, and Diplomatic and Consular Handbook 
Jor 1872, just published by Mr. Harrison, of Pall Mall, fully sustains 
the reputation of the compiler, Mr. Edward Hertslet, forthe complete- 
ness and reliability of his information. Let the list of Foreign IMplo- 
matic and Consular Representatives of the Crown extend as it will, 
Mr. Hertslet seems determined to keep pace with it, and consequently 
the volume before us—the fortieth of annual publication—bears euch 
evidence of industry and accuracy in the arrangement of names, facts, 

and dates, which makes it not only invaluable, but indispensable to 
every one interested presently or prospectively in the service. The 

getting-up of the Forergn-office List (it should be added) does as much 
credit to the publisher as its contents do to the compiler. 

& THE Colonial Ofice List, published by Messrs. Harrison, of Pall 
Mall, is a very valuable epitome of information concerning He- 
Majesty's dependencies in all parts of the World, and the officers enr 
gaged in the administration of them. Besides a historical sketch of 
each place, which ig simply invaluable ; the present volume contains a 

list of the officials in each, and statistics of pensions, Colonial and Im- 

perial, and a mass of other information. The arrangement of the con- 
tents is also a great improvement on preceding volumes. For instance, 

considerable additions have been introduced under the head of New 

South Wales; the Leeward and the Windward Islands have been 

grouped, &c., &c. Altogether the present volume does great credit to 
the authors. 

_ We observe that the first list of subecriptions to the Stanhope Memo- 
rial Fund—for the purpose of recording the high esteem in which the 
late commander of H.M.S. Ocean was held alike in his own profession 
and among the general public—amounts to abont £200. Admiral Sir 
Henry Keppell is president of the committee, among which we notice 
the names of many distinguished naval officers, including Admiral Sir 
Henry Kellett, who has lately retired from the China station, and under 
whom Captain Stanhopeserved. Having regard both to the great ser- 
vices of tho late officer, and the influential position of the friends who 
bave set on feot the present subscription, we cannot doubt that the 
Proposed memorial will be worthy of its object. 

HE screw troopship Tamar, Captain Hickley, has arrived at Ports- 
mouth. The vessel sailed from England on the 11th April, 1871, with 
reliefs for vessels on the China station, and has since been occupied 
in carrying out changes of troops between Japan, China, Singapore, 
Mauritius, and the Cape of Good Hope. 

Tux troopship Orontes, which left England on the 12th ult., with 
the 80th Regiment of Infantry, for China, and was detained a few days 
at Gibraltar, in conzequence of a case of small-pox having occurred 
on board, proceeded on the 19th ult.

If 
the verdiet stands we believe the ‘little bill” would amount to 
about £7,000.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. } 
Rortzapax, Feb. 1. 

I have already told you that the Seeond Chamber will meet in tha 
third week of this month. The members will have muekh to do after 
their recess—so much that probably but little will be done. That they 
do not intend to make much haste is proved by the fect that political 
affairs seem to have come toa complete standetill. The important East 
India Railway Bill has not udvanced any further than the Seetione of 
the Second Chamber, and the same fate has befallen the Bast [India 
tariff, against the revision of which the opposition increases daily, so that 
it is really daubtful whether the Bill, as proposed by the Minister, will 
be carried by a majority of the Lower House ; but, of course, it is yery 
difficult to predict its definitive fate, as we have uot yet even received the 
section reports upon either of those important matters—the tariff and 
the railways. There is farther ground for complaint in the fact that 
noendeavourshavebeer made by the Minister of the Colonial Department 
to aie better effect to the Agrarian Law than that which was prescribed 
by the Royal Decree of July 20,1870. If these three important ques- 
tions should be deaided in the coming session I think Java will have 
reason to be content; but yet there is still another importaut subject to deal 
with, the Government Coffee Cultivation, from which the Dutch treasury 
derives so much money. It is nearly forty years since this system was 
introduced into Java, namely, that all the coffee cultivated there should not 
belong to the planter, but to the Sovereign of Holland. The planter is ob- 
liged to sell his produce at a fixed price, invariably a good deal lower than 
the market rate, and which is additionally reduced by two-fifths for taxes 
and cost of transport. The Government does not ask if the population 
like this system; the natives have to obey, and they have done it with 
good results for us—the sale of coffee having produced eighteen to 
twenty millions a year. At last nobler feelings carried the victory. 
Multatuli wrote his eminent work—“ Max Havelaar’’—and the first 
blow was given to the squeezing system. Furthermore, it was shown 
that the policy was thoroughly rotten, by the fact that the prodaction 
of coffee in our East Indian colonies remained stationary, whilet that 
of Coylon increased year after year. What was to bedone? It was 
Mr. Fransen van de Putte, then Liberal Minister of the Colonial Depart- 
ment, who, in 1863, endeavoured to answer that question. A Royal 
comamissary—Mr. Steinmetz—was appointed to examine the state of 
the culture, bat he dicd, and Mr. Bosch was appointed his successor. 
Vive years elapsed before his inquiry was brought to an end. The 
1eport was examined by several commissions and authorities, amd at 
last by the Governor-Gencral, Mr. Myer, who forwarded a volumi- 
nous report to the Minister of the Colonial Department, and this docu- 
ment was laid before the members of Parliament, who, of course, will 
have their opinion also. It thus becomes very possible that many years 
will elapse before a final answer is given to the question, ‘‘ What 
moust be done to improve our system of coffee cultivation?” The 
report of Mr. Myer—it was published some days ago—is moat 
remarkable, from tho fact that he is a warm promoter of the existing 
system. The report of Mr. Bosch, he says, is of no avail, because six 
years have clapscd since it was published, and great changes have oc- 
curred in the interval. This may be true, but the late Governor- 
Gencr tl forgets that the natives are still obliged to sell the coffee to the 
State at a price which is arbitrarily fixed by the buyer, and that the 
State can still dispose of the time and labour of the native planter. 
Mr. Myer’s report is couleur de rose. He even states that the cultiva- 
tion In plantations is going on admirably, and has augmented in six 
years, from 1863 to 1869, by 3 9-1Uths per cent. ; the plantings in the 
woods, however, are declining. Tho number of trees decreased in the 
samo period from 22,365,110 to 22,042,078, but the Governor-General 
thinks it may now be regarded as stationary. It is a pity that he 
cannot deny that the total production has decreased, but nevertheless he 
says that this is not of much importance, because some years are more 
productive than others, His conclusion is that the coffce culture system 
must be maintained ; in other words, the natives must continue to be 
squeezed. Will the Minister and the Parliamentary majority agree 
to this; shall we wait until the Javanese themselves rise in opposition ? 
Much discontent already prevails because nothing bas been. 

A twan-of-war, the J/et Loo, left Nieuwe Diep somo days ago, haund 
for the West Coast of Africa, to bring homo our functionaries end 
military forces. The African soldiers who volunteer ta enter our East 
India army will proceed to Java by the Robertus Herlrikus, which is 
now on her way to Elmina. I am astonished that your Foreign. office 
has not granted a copy of the Sumatra Treaty (which was voted at the 
same time as that of the transfer) to the Straits Scttlements Association. 
You will, however, remember thdt I gave in my letter of Nov.29 (Vide 
London and China Telegraph of Dec. 4) the full and official text of the 
treaty. The Official Gazette of yesterday contains the laws sanctioning 
the treaties with Eugland, both with regard to Sumatra and the Coast 
of Guinea. 

I have stated above that the opposition against the Liberal revision 
of the East India tariff inercasca daily. The number ‘of addresses for- 
warded to the Second Chamber by manufacturers and Chambers of 
trade, in Twenthe—the Datch Manchester—angments every day, and 
all protest aguinet the project of the Minister to annul at once the dif- 
ferential duties, and they think it of the greatest urgency that the 
abolition of these duties should be applied gradually, if the Government 
wishes to maintain our cotton industry. Of more importance etill are 
the “advices” of the Dutch Trading Company about the measure. This 
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document, although lengthy, is well worthy of perusal. The conclusions 
drawn are as follows:—1. Abolition of the differential import duties 
a:ter six years have elapsed. 2. A gradual decrease, during these years, 
uf the export duties, which are finally to be fixed at 6 per cent. 8. Re- 
peal of the differential export duties. 4. To levy, if necessary, an un- 
vurlable export duty, under conditions, however, that therefrom no new 
charges are to arise upon the manufacture of sugar. 5. Maintenance of 
free trade in Celebes. 6. To levy the import duties upon cotton goods 
ad valorem. 

I regret to state that Mr. F. van Heukelom, director of the Dutch- 
India Trading Bank—the shares of which are quoted at 734—has retired, 
owing to ill health, The shareholders have given power to Mr. Js. 
Martens, a commissary, to sign with one of the remaining directors. 
Our banking institutions are generally doing an excellent business. A 
ce demand prevails for the shares, and especially for those of the 

tterdam Bank, which are quoted at 993 per cent. 

It creates much astonishment that up to this moment no commission 
has been appointed by the Government to promote the interests of Hol- 
land and her colonies at the next Vienna International Exposition. It 
seems that the same error as‘ in 1866 will be committed, preventing 
our East Indian industrials from forwarding their produce. 

The paper war between the Ultramontanes and the Liberal press re- 

rding the national festival on the lst of April goes on sharply. The 

ltramontanes are, however, losing ground and making a somewhat 
miserable figure. But little money for the monument in Brielle has 
been collected, and I am quite convinced that if Mr. Alberdingh Thym, 
C.8., had not published pamphlets against this festival the plan would 
have proved a feilure. The storm which the Ultramontanes endea- 
voured to raise, in consequence of the fact that our ambassador at the 
Papal Court cannot remain there, now that the Parliament has refused 
the necessary credit to maintain the Legation, has been somewhat ap- 
peased; the Archbishop and bishops have fired their final shot by 
furwarding an address to Pius IX. 

A rumour circulates in the Hague that the Secretary-General of the 
Colonial Department will shortly retire. 


A Royal decree has been issued, appointing Major-General Delprat 
to the Ministry of War. The General enters on the functions of his 
office on the Sth inst. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


The general aspect of our Produce Market remains unaltered, al- 
‘hough rather more activity begins to prevail in business generally. 
Sugar has been in active demand, and sales have been making at full 
prices. 

Cor¥res.—A fair amount of business has been doing in Java, of 
yrivate importation, which imparts a firm tone to the market, and in- 
duces holders to raise their demands, s» that good ordinary Java is now 
held for 434c. Sales have been closed from first hands of the following

SuGar.—Both raw and refined continue to be firmly supported, but 
the elevated pretensions of holders, which buyers are not yet inclined to 
submit to, cause transactions from first hands to remain on a Jimited 
scale. The business done from second hands at advanced rates has been 
of greater importance ; at the closing of the market 2,250 piculs Java, 
No. 19/20, floating per Ranee, changed hands at f.13 above November 
prices. 

Spices are firm ; 9 caske and 21 chests Mace, besides 12 casks Nut- 
megs, have been sold by secret tender, in addition to which 800 bales 
Black Pepper, ex Batavia, changed hands by private treaty. Sales 


have also been closed at Amsterdam of 139 chests Mace, ex Kobé, at 
steady prices. 


Tza.—Sales have been closed at Amsterdam of about 2,740 chests 
Java, mark Kalimaas, being the balance of the quantity bought in at 
public auction on the 13th Oct., 1871.

In the Senate on the 16th ult. Mr. Nye introduced a Bill empower- 
ing the Postmaster-General to contract with the Pacific Mail Steam- 


ship Company for carrying a semi-monthly mail between San Fran- 
cisco and China at a compensation not to 
for the monthly service, and upon the same conditions and limitations 


exceed the rate now paid 


as now in force ; provided that all steamships hereafter accepted for 
said service shall be of not less than 4,000 tons register each. The 
Bill was referred to a committee. 


The New York papers contain long telegrams from San Francisco 
reporting the arrival there of the members of the Japanese embassy 
and the pupils (including a number of princesses) whom the Mikado 
has sent to the United States to be educated. One of the princesses, 
who is to go to Vassar College, the New York Times says, is ‘‘ ox- 
quisitely beautiful, and will make a sensation.” The Embassy was se- 
renaded on the 16th ult. by a large number of San Francisco citizens. 
Prince Iwakura made a response in Japanese, which was translated as 
follows :—‘‘ It is now a recognised fact in Japan, since the conclusion 


of the treaty between the United States and our country, that our true 


prosperity has greatly increased with our new commercial intercourse. 
Our advancement in the arts and sciences of Western nations we now 
considera substantial benefit to our nation, and desire that with every in- 
crease of national intercourse there shall be an increase of international 
friendship. With a view of hastening those results, and further facilitat- 
ing the iustruction of our people in the civilisation of the Western na- 
tions, his Imperial Majesty of Japan has commissioned us to visit all 
those countrics having treatics with Japan, in the capacity of Ambas- 


sadors Pleniputentiary, first visiting your country. The warmth of our 


Teception is unquestionable proof to us of the friendship of America, and 
I assure you it is more than echoed in the hearts of our people. Your 


expression of feeling when announced to his {mperial Majesty will be 


known throughout Japan, and assist in cementing a mutual friendship 


between our countries, which it is the wish of the Japancse people 
should instantly increase as by intercourse we get to know each other 


better.” 
- AMERICAN SHIPPING IN CHINA. 


On the 17th ult. there was a debate in the House of Representatives 
upon the bad effect of a high protective tariff upon American shipping, 
Tt came up 
upon a Bill, reported by the Committee of Foreign Affairs, creating an 
American Consulate at Tientsin, at a salary of $3.500 a year, which 
Bill was passed. Mr. Brooks (Democrat), of New York city, who has 


just returned from a tour around the world, made some remarks, in 


which he referred to the only American steam vessel plying between 
Shanghai and Tientsin, and said he deeply regretted that the line of 
steamers, which hitherto had been chiefly built in Massachusetta and 
Connecticut, and which had done so much for Americun commerce and 
credit throughout North China, could no Jonger have vessels built in 
either of those States, or in any part of the United States, in conse- 
quence of the enormous taxation on iron, copper, and cordage; and that 
the whole of that great manufacture of shipbuilding had been lost to 
New England. The building of those ships had been transferred from 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Muine to Glasgow and the Clyde. 
Another interesting fact was that the Glasgow ship-carpenters 
were unable to construct the light class of river steamers which 
did so much credit to the United States. The ships that had 
hitherto been built in America for the great rivers of China, 
and had contributed so much to American wealth, had now to 
be built at Glasgow, or some other Britich port, where the car- 
penters were unwilling to adopt that light style of shipbuilding which 
prevailed in this country, and which was preferred for traffic on the 
great rivers and waters of China, so that they had been importing into 
Great Britain ship carpenters from New York aud Connccticut, who 
were alone able to construct that desirable class of vessels. He men- 
tioned these facts to show the necessity for an American Consulate at 
Tientsin, General Farnsworth (Republican), of Illinois, asked if this 
was what was meant by the claim that the high tariff improves the con- 
dition of American mechanics. Mr. Brooks replied that the question 
answers itself. General Farnsworth said he supposed the American 
mechanic“was improved by being exported. Genetal Banks (Republi- 
can), of Massachusetts, regretted that American commerce had suffered 
so much in the past ten or twelve years, but said many causes had 
contributed to the prostration besides the one alluded to by Mr. Brooks. 
No one regretted the fact more than he did, and no one would be more 
heartily in accord with any general movement which would lead to the 
restoration of American commerce as it existed prior to 1861. This,

experimental stage, and bids fair to add a much-needed item to 
the list of exports from the north of China. The average prices 
of raw silk were Tls, 350 per picul for the yellow and Tls. 150 for 
the wild raw, or brown. 

Straw braid, an entirely new article of export developed within 
the last few years, continued to be exported in increasing quanti- 
ties to the United States. In addition to the foreign demand a 
great quantity is made into enormous straw hats, sent principally 
to Hankow. The above is only one among the many develop- 
ments of trade for which this province has to thank the foreigner, 
notwithstanding the theory or pretence erunciated of late by the 
literary classes that foreign trade is per se an evil, and its exten- 
rae a danger to Chinese industry which should be opposed at all 

zards. 


The greatest obstacle to any rapid development in the trade of 


this province lies in its want of means of communication. Many 
Chinese owners of property among the mountains are anxious to 
see the well-known mine ralresources of the province developed. 
One European was, in fact, engaged by a Chinese at Tientsin to 
go into the interior for the purpose of improving the works of a 
native coal mine ; but on this coming to the ears of the Governor 
of the Province, Ting Pdo-cheng, he at once ordered the district 
magistrate to arrest and punish the Chinese employer, and the 
European was sent down to this port. 

Washing for gold by Chinese continues to be observed by tra- 
vellers in different directions within fifty miles of this port. It 
has not yet been very encouraging in its results, but it seems very 
probable that veins exist in the rock which the Chinese have never 
possessed the means to lay bare and work. 

Mr. Mayers concludes his very interesting and exhaustive re- 
port by reminding the reader that it is precisely ten years since 
the port of Che-foo was first declared open to trade, and a British 
Consulate and Chinese Custom-house established at what was 
then the small village lying at the foot of Yentai Hill. Since 
then the prosperity of the province has been marked and increas- 
ing. The settlement now numbers 149 Europeans and Americans, 
besides ten missionaries from the United States. Additions aro 
continually being made to the number of European houses or 
bungalows ; and a large hotel has been built for the accommoda- 
tion.of the numerous visitors who resort to Cho-foo for the sake of 
its cool climate and sea air in the summer months, and regard it 
as the sanitarium of the province. 


HANKOW. 


Mr. Consul Caine reports the total value of the import trade for 
1870 as Ts. 19,323,325, or an increase of Tis. 2,930,872 over the 
revious year. Sugar, shirtings, T-cloths, English drills, chintzes, 
ustres, and opium showed a large increase ; American drills and 
Turkey reds a falling off. The trade was, however, unsatisfac 
tory, in consequence of the low prices ruling for Yorkshire and 
Manchester fabrics. The year was politically bad, and flood and 
famine exercised their influence on trade generally. The exports 
amounted to Tis. 14,780,433—Tls. 59,604 less than the previous 
year. Black tea was almost the only article that showed a marked 
increase ; brick tea, coals, tallow, and tobacco falling off con- 
siderably. 

During the year, however, more piece goods were disposed of 
than in any other since the opening of the port, and the low rates 
have admitted their transport to more western markets—which 
may eventually have a beneficial effect on the trade of Hankow. 
Looking at the highway to Central Asia, it is most important— 
and especially so to Yorkahics manufacturers —that provinces such 
as Kansuh and Shensi should be opened up to trade. In nearly 
every large town in China the Shensi bankers have established 
agencies, and would no doubt do their utmost to restore the 
prosperity of their native province if permitted. From ten to 
twenty years ago Shensi took the greater portion of drills in this 
market, and during the Taeping rebellion immense stocks were 
sent for safety into this province and Sze-chuen, where they 
realised a fair profit. This explains why drills were then selling 
here lower than in Shanghai; native merchants say that low 
duties and two or three years’ freedom from rebellion would so 
increase trade that Kansuh alone would be able to take over a 
million pieces of cotton and woollen fabrics per annum. At pre- 
sent the deking, or war taxes, amount to fifty per cent. ad valorem 
on cottons—in woollens it is so high as to be really prohibitory. 
Notwithstanding the obstacles placed in its way, it will be seen 
that commerce has expanded beyond all expectation, and its 
steady yearly increase will no doubt soon induce the establish- 
ment of more foreign firms. 


KIUKIANG. 


Mr. Consul Hughes reports a considerable increase in the ton- 
nage of vessels employed in the river—due to the carrying trade 
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in cotton, which assumed unprecedented proportions, in conse- 
quence of a dearth in that staple in the central provinces and 
an unusually large crop on the seaboard. : 

The total value of the import trade, after deducting re-export 
was £1,030,113, nearly one-third of vl.ich was opium. Native 
opium is not sold here in any quantity ; it is, in fact, not much 
used in the valley of the Lower Yangtsze. In cotton piece goods 
there was an increase compared with 1869 in all kinds exceptin 
T-Cloths, and of woollen goods the imports exceeded those o 
any previous year. Almost the only article in which a consider- 
able falling off appeared was lead—possibly by reason of the 
European war. 

The value of the tea exported was £1,734,942, and of the total 
exports £1,915,764. The opening of the Suez Canal gave a new 
impetus to the Hankow tea market, which is likely to be fully 
maintained. 

The mercantile community of Kiukiang was reduced to five 
persons only, and three of these were almost exclusively en- 

d with steamer agencies. The reason of this decline ig to 

e@ found in the natural preference for larger markets, which 

attracts both buyers and sellers to Hankow and Shanghai, and in 

the inability of the foreign commission agent to compete in the 
sale of imports with the native wholesale dealer: 


NINGPO. 

Mr. Consul Fittock reports an increase in imports of Tis. 
552,544, chiefly in cottons, woollens, and metals. Exports also 
show an increase of Tls. 283,089. ‘The large increase is the more 
satisfactory, as it is solely attributable to the annually increasing 
favour foreign goods are receiving. Ningpo occupied the sixth 
position in respect to the value of its trade out of the fourteen 
ports over which the foreign inspectorate extends. In illustra- 
tion of the successful development of the trade in foreign bottoms, 
it may be mentioned that the revenue derived from it by the 
Chinese Government at the present day is considerably more than 
half of the estimated value of the whole of the merchandise im- 
ported and exported in 1859, exclusive of opium, which was then 
a prohibited article, although 2,305 chests admittedly found their 
way into the port in that year without hindrance from the au- 
thorities. 

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. Consul Sinclair reports undisturbed tranquillity throughout 
the year. Friendly exertions were spontancously made by the 
Chinese officials to protect foreign property and save unnecessary 
alarm after the Tientsin Massacre—which Mr. Sinclair, it must 
be remarked, calls a “disaster”—and Mr. Sinclair avows the 
opinion that the subsequent warlike preparations made by the 
Chinese arose from no motives of hostility, but from a “ fixed de- 
termination for the future to be in readiness to oppose force to 
force whenever attacked by foreign forces.” The arsenal, under 
the direction of officers of the French navy, progressed with 
wonderful activity, and turned out five or six gunboats, which 
will eventually be placed under the command of Chinese officers 
now undergoing, as pupils, a special training under the instruc- 
tion of a lieutenant of the English favy. The authorities on 
various occasions contributed with some of their steam war- 
vessels to assist vessels in distress outside the port. The arsenal 
was providing itself with implements of the newest make, and an 
officer on the Direction was sent to France for the express purpose 
of procuring mitrailleuse guns. “It is not, however, to be in- 
ferred from these vast preparations that the Government has in 
contemplation a resort to active hostilities against foreigners.” 
The province was free from rebellion, harvests favourable, rice 
low, and the population peaceful and contented. 

Imports decreased in grey shirtings, woollens, metal, and opium ; 
in white shirtings and T-cloths they showed a fractional improve- 
ment. Nankeens continued a formidable competition to Manches- 
ter goods. Native opium was believed to be increasing in con- 
sumption, The export of tea suffered from the weather and the 
European war. The commercial relations of the port, however, 
extended more and more with Australia and New Zealand. The 
year was unfavourable to the owners of tea-ships, owing to their 
vessels having been brought into competition with steamers by 
the opening of the Suez Canal. The neglect of the Chinese 
Government to light and buoy the river Min was much deplored. 

In June of the year a Chamber of Commerce was established at 
this port, and a weekly market report isssued from its offices. 


AMOY. 

Mr. Phillips, Interpreter in Charge, reports a decrease in im- 
ports of £46,522, and in exports of £92,459. Among the latter 
tea alone fell off £34,731. Opium showed a decline of £109,521, 
and cotton and other imports decreased £30,854. The reason of 
the decreased exportation of tea was owing to a great part of the 
tea that should have been si da in 1868 not being despatched 
till the beginning of 1869. The tea shipped from Amoy is prin- 
cipally for the American market. Scven British ships left this 
for New York with tea in 1870. The decrease in the import of 
opium is owing to the excessive leking duties. In treasure im- 
ported there was an increase of £93,853, and in treasure exported 
a decrease of £40,375. 

British shipping cleared and entered shows an increase of 
eighty-seven vessels of 57,351 tons; but of these fifty-three 
vessels entered and cleared in ballast. The small and handy ton- 
nage of the German vessels enables them to compete favourably 
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with British ships. The lighthouse commenced on Chapel Island 
this year will be a great boon to mariners ; but, as will be seen 
by the above report, the prospects of Amoy as a port of trade 
are not encouraging, and, so long as the heavy leking taxes con- 
tinue to be levied, all hopes of a flourishing trade are crushed. 


SWATOW. . 

Mr. Acting-Consul Cooper reports a considerable increase of 
trade, especially in European cotton goods. Grey and white 
shirtings, T-cloths, and drills have advanced steadily for the last 
four years; in the two latter articles the increase on the previous 
year was enormous. Fancy and dyed goods are not very saleable 
at this port. Imports of woollen goods as compared with cottons 
are insignificant. English camlets and Spanish stripes, however, 
arrived to the value of £25,000. The import of cotton showed a 
decrease of 2,000,000 lbs., owing to the large import of yarns and 
piece goods. The import of tin steadily increased from 2,361 
ewts. in 1867, to 5,505 cwts. in 1870. The number and tonnage 
of the shipping in harbour during 1870 was unprecedented, and 
in consequence of the European war the proportionate number of 
British sailing vessels was larger than usual—222 being the num- 
ber of their entrances and clearances. The employment of steam- 
ers, which is on tho increase, however, abolishes any hope of 
sailing vessels earning high freights. ; 

Upwards of 20,000 free emigrants in 1869, and 22,000 in 1870, 
men and youths, left this port for Singenore Bangkok, and Sai- 
gon, for the most part in vessels under British colours. 


CANTON. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports a net improvement on the trade 
of the previous year of $112,632, the imports having advanced 
$565,715, and the exports declined $153,083. ‘There is very little 
to be said regarding the prospects, past or present, of the 
foreign trade in Canton. There was a falling off of 20,681 piculs 
of tea in the exports of 1870. Silk showed an increase of 3,732 
piculs in raw and thrown ; but sugar fell off 37,832 piculs. Im- 

orts, such as picce goods, are entirely in Chinese hands. The 
‘oreign merchandise is brought from Hong Kong by native 
traders, but not a tithe of it passes through the foreign Custom- 
house, nor is a single piece imported by foreign merchants. 

In woollens the trade was much on a par with that of the pre- 
ceding year ; shirtings and other fabrics showed an increase of 
about 5 per cent. Opium fell off 376 piculs. Fur some time 
fears were entertained of the intention of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to drive the forcign drug from the market by the cultiva- 
tion of the native article, but if it had ever any such idea it 
would take years to accomplish it, an there are no important 
signs of diminution, cither in demund or price, at present. 

The value of the trade at the port of Canton in 1870 was :— 
imports, £2,561,346; exports, £4,219,727. Representing the 
total value of the foreign trade, and taking the value of imports 
as one-eighth, the actual amount of the import trade in the 
port of Canton stands at £20,490,768. The duties amount to 
£274,022, 

In shipping a change is very apparent, steamers fast replacing 
sailing vessels, and the probability is that the latter will all but 
disappear. 

That the city of Canton is prospering by foreign intercourse is 
evident from the numerous junks of the largest size bearing the 
number in English characters in accordance with the harbour 
regulations of the colony of Hone Kong, and the rapid growth of 
the suburb adjoining the river. It only requires greater facilities 
for interior communication, such as railways would afford, to 
make it probably the shipping port for all the tea and silk ex- 
ported from China. 








THE SIAM CONSULAR REPORT. 

The Pall Mall Gazette prints the following remarks upon this 
report :— 

We have already borrowed the system of competitive examinations 
from the Chinese, and it is our habit to regard them as singularly pru- 
dent and economical in all matters of business, public or private. It 
appears, however, that with the Chinese, as with ourselves, economy at 
one end dogs not always prove economy at the other. In the Commer- 
cial Report from Mr. Thomas George Knox, Her Majesty’s Consul in 
Siam, for the year 1870, which has lutcly been printed, he says that 
from what he has seen of the competition between European and 
Chinese or native merchants, it appears to him that as long as the busi- 
ness carried on by a Chinese or Siamese firm is such as the heads of the 
firm can personally attend to they can compete on favonrable terms 
with their European rivals. Their information of the state of the 
markets is usually more correct, and they receive it earlier, Their 
establishments are also much more economically managed. When, 
however, they exceed these limits and have to trust to others, 
whom they invoriably underpay, then the European firms have 
the advantage. The amount of speculation that is carried on in 
a large Chinese or Siamese firm is immense. It is considcred a 
matter of course, and when the firm is small is kept within bounds, but 
when large this can seldom be the case. The fault lies principally in 
the system of underpaying their clerks and servanta, and is not, Mr. 
Knox considers, owing to any peculiar deficiency in trustworthiness. 
Foreign firms arc likewise losers by the same system, for they invariably 
have attached to them Chinese compradors, or brokers, who really do 
the greatest part of their buying and selling, and through whose hands 
consequently large sums must pass. As they are paid a salary of about 
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a quarter of that given to a European clerk, who fills a mueh less 
responsible situation, it is not very surprising that they are not so ho- 
nest as they ought to be. The curious part, adds Mr. Knox, of {the 
business is that, where the remedy is so plain, it is yet never applied. 

Promoters of mining companies and brass-work manufacturers will 
find some useful hints in Mr. Knox’s report. He has, he says, reason 
to believe that the Siamese Government would willingly grant permis- 
sion to British subjects to open and work mines in their dominions, 
provided they felt convinced that the applicants were in possession of 
the necessary capital to carry on such undertaking in a proper manner, 
The royalty hitherto paid by the Chinese has been 10 per cent. on the 
metal extracted, and Mr. Knox understands that large profits have 
been made. As regards brass-work he calls attention to the large 
amount of this ware imported from China to Siam. It consists princi- 
pally of large cups, basins, trays, &c. As these are very badly made 
and sold at high prices, there is every reason to believe that similar 
articles made in England would compete successfully with them in the 
Siamese market. It would, however, be necessary, at least in the first 
instance, to keep to the same patterns as those at present in use in that 
country. 








MR. MITFORD ON JAPAN. 

The current number of the Cornhill Mayazine contains a very 
thoughtful and suggestive paper, by Mr. A. B. Mitford, entitled 
“ Wanderings in Japan,” which displays, in a very strong light, 
“the reverse of the medal,” as shown in most of the accounts 
we have lately received of that country. ‘Allis not gold that 
glitters ” is an adage which can never be trite while it continucs 
to be true. It is, however, only due to him to state that besides 
the hard disillusion of his account of the climate, the author's 
narrative contains a great deal of interesting historical (or tra- 
ditional) information, indicating considerable research, and ex- 
pressed in a plain, unaffected style, which commends it irresis- 
tibly to the reader's attention. It contains also a modicum of 
drollery gathered from the ‘ window-pane wit” of some of the 
European tourist class—“ monkeys who think they have seon the 
world,” because they happen to have been taken to some odd 
corners of it, and stayed there just long enough to enable them 
to insult the religion of the people, and vaunt their own indepen- 
dence. We must content ourselves here with commending Mr. 
Mitford’s delightful paper to our readers at their leisure, when 
we have no doubt they will derive as much gratification from it 
as we confess to owing him. ‘The ouly extract we can find space 
for is one which describes the climate in anything but the attrac- 
tive colours in which it has been hitherto painted :— 

The rainy season was over, but not the ram. It hadi been an un- 
usually wet year, even for Japan, and we,the iuhabitants of the plain of 
Yedo, had been living in the micst of mire and slosh not be described. 
Stewed for wecks in a moist, unhealthy heat, sliaving-trckle, knives, 
aud guns were covered with rust unpleasant to the touch; boots and 
shoes bore a rich crop of unwholesome fungus ; and such portions of 
our crazy wood-and-paper built cottazes as had been spared by the vio- 
lence of a recent typhoon sinclt of mould and damp; the very people 
one met in the streets looked mildewed and sodden, as iff being hung 
out to dry would have done them, as well as their clothes, a world of 
good. It was evident that, for health’s sake, a trip to the hills hud 
become necessary, and accordingly I determined to mako @ start of it.

In anticipation of difficulties arising out of the Alabama claims, 
war risks have been taken on American vessels homeward bound, 
from Manila and other ports, the premium charged being 5s. 

The twelfth ordinary mecting of the shareholders of the Uni- 
versal Marine Insurance Company was held on the Ist inst., Sir 
John Lubbock, Bart., M.P., presiding. 

The directors’ report having been taken as read, the chairman said he 
should not go fully into the accounts, as they had been made up in the 
usual manner, and he congratulated the company on their position and 
prospects. The balance to the credit of income was £262,438, as against 
£266,422; the total amount underwritten was £21,380,C00, against a 
slightly smaller amount for last year. The total amount underwritten 
for the year was £21,340,000, of which £16,716,000 had run off during 
the year, leaving £4,800,000. They had been making arrangements 
with a Liverpool oflice to underwrite for them In London, and he ex- 
pected that if the details could be arranged it would be very advan- 
tugcous for them. The foreign agencies were giving satisfactory results, 
and in no one case had the directora regretted their eatablishment. 

The report and accounts were unanimously passed, and votes 
of thanks were given to Mr. Fisk, the company’s underwriter 
Mr. Tozer, the secretary, and to the chairman and directors. The 
dividend declared was at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum. 

At the meeting on the Ist of the London and County Bank— 
the acceptors for the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank—Mr. W. C. 
Jones in the chair, the report showed an available total of 
£102,548, including a previous balance of £4,449, and a dividend 
was declared of 6 per cent., with a bonus of 3} per cent. (toge- 
ther £1 18s. per share), making, with the June distribution, 18} 
per cent. for the year. For the previous year the distribution 


was 174 per cent. The deposits held are £16,116,730—an in- 
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crease of £2,720,479 ; and the acceptances are £2,778,016—a 
decrease of £332,105. The paid-up capital is £1,000,000, and the 
reserve £500,000. 

The Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta and British Indian Sub- 
marine Telegraph Companies announce interim dividends of 2 
per cent. for the year ending the 31st December last. 

M. de Lesseps has published an official statement showing that 
from this year the Suez Canal Company will be enabled to pay its 
debenture interest with regularity, in consequence of the increase 
in its revenue. The general receipts of the company in December 
(exclusive of sales of plant to the amount of £50,000 or there- 
abouts), were £52,984, as compared with £33,519 in December, 
1870. The number of ships which passed through the Canal in 
December was eighty, as compared with sixty-nine in December, 
1870. The aggregate revenue of the company in 1871 was 
£520,091, as compared with £255,488 in 1870, showing an in- 
crease of £264,603 Jast year. The number of ships passing 
through the Canal last year was 765, as compared with 486 in 
1870, showing an increase of 279 ships last year. The committee 
appointed by the company to consider the best mode of measure- 
ment for calculating the toll of f.10 a ton, has sent in the result 
of its deliberations to the board of directors, which will have the 
subject under consideration at its meeting on the 20th inst, All 
the documents on the subject will be printed and submitted to 
the shareholders, in order that they may pronounce definitively on 
the plans which will be laid before them in a general meeting. 

Notwithstanding the publicity given to the importation of 
spurious tea from China, chests of the most abominable rubbish 
still oocasionally find their way to this country, as appears from 
the following in the Pharmaceutical Journal :— 


‘A few days since a sample was submitted to us of a small quantity 
that had recently arrived and been offered for sale ,at three-hualfpence 
per pound nnd duty. It was composed, for the most part, of epent 
leaves, closely matted together in small lumps, thick pieces of twigs, 
immature tea fruits, pieces of straw, and dust and dirt in large quan- 
tity. This rubbish did not find a customer; but are we eure that it 
will not be offered again, and perchance fall into the hands of some un- 
scrupulous dealer, who, by mixing it in judicious quantities with good 
tea, may retail it in the poorer districts of this great city at a suffi- 
ciently low price to realise a handsome profit to himself?” 


The market for fine Bar Silver has been active, in consequence 
of the demand for the East, and prices have somewhat advanced, 
being now quoted at 6ld.to 6ljd. per oz. standard. Mexican 
Dollars of old coinage maintain their value in consequence of 
scarcity, and are quoted at 6s. 1d.; the new coinage has also ad- 
vanced in price, and is quoted 43.
